G. M. Co., who lias agreed to install a 
pump at Bison nark uuon eondition that 
Victor will see m a t it Is kept running. 
Victor's watei supply is again getting at 
a low point and the Battle mountain 
properties anti this city arc co-operating 
for tlip purpose of mutual protection. The 
pump to be Installed has a capacity oC 
275,000 gallons a day and this w ater will 
be 
pumped 
into 
the 
Victor reservoir. 
The ciiy nf V tdnr iisps h pproylmn tot Iy 
gallons of w ater each day. and 
tiie 15.000,000 gallons of w ater now in the 
city reservoir on Pike's Peak will last 
this city about two weeks. The Battle 
mountain properties depend to a great 
extent upon Victor's‘ water system for a 
supply. The Portland company has a Con­ 
tract with Victor to purchase w ater at the 
rate of 15 cents per 1,000 gallons. The 
stipulation entered into whereby Victor 
gets the use of the pump to be installed at 
Bison park is that the Portland company 
is to get all the w ater ft wishes with no 
charge. 
It is expected th a t unuer this 
arrangem ent there will be plenty ot' w ater 
both lor the city and for the mine until 
the th aw .^ot.s in and the spring rains 
come. Tiie proposition of President Burns 
was at first objected to by Alclerman 
Aluesser, but upon tile Portland company 
agreeing to install the pump, a t Its own 
expense, this objection was w ithdrawn 
and the proposition accepted.

"T his is a m andatory bill, revoking 
tho o rd er of dism issal issued 39 years 
ago and directing the issuance of an 
honorable discharge from the arm y to 
this m an w hom his superior officers, 
including

com m ander-in-chief, 
A braham Lincoln, held to be unw orthy 
to serve in th e arm y of th e union 39 
years ago. 
i do not a t th is tim e ex­ 
press an opinion upon th e constitu­ 
tional questions involved in th e bill, 
i th in k it in the hig h est degree in ex ­ 
pedient to rev erse th e o rd er of dis­ 
m issal nearly 40 years a fte r th e event, 
when it is out of the question for any­ 
one to possess the know ledge and tho 
m eans of arriv in g 
a t 
the judgm ent 
which was possessed by th e fellow 
officers of the m an a t th e tim e they 
dism issed him .

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DISTRUSTING THE PEOPLE, 
I 


N THE spcech by Senator Hoar the other day upon 
the proposed change in the* method of electing United 
States senators!, he gave as the nominal feason for 
his opposition that it would overthrow one of the 
fundamental provisions of the Constitution and would 
endanger the equality of the states. 
The proof offered in connection with these assertions 
was not sufficient to condemn the proposition for election 
by direct vote. 
The "fundamental provisions'’ of the 
Constitution were made subject to change by amendment 
with one exception, that no state should be deprived of 
equal representation in the senate. 
Every other pro­ 
vision is a fair subject for argument, and if it can be 
shown to be capable of improvement, there is nothing in 
the Constitution to prevent the change. It is not evident 
that, a changc in the method of selection endangers the 
equality of the states in the senate. 
Each state will 
have two senators, whether they are elected by popular 
vote or by the indirect method of legislative balloting, 
and the influence exerted by the senators is quite as likely 
to be beneficial and important under the new system as 
under the old. 
Further than that, the answer made by 
Senator Hoar does not touch in any way upon the main 
arguments made by the advocates of the change, argu­ 
ments so strong and so well understood that they have re­ 
ceived. the approval of the great majority of the people 
and of the legislatures of more than half the states. 
The real reason of the opposition to the direct choice 
of senators in many eases is a belief that the people 
are unable to manage their own affairs and that some 
better way must be provided for them to do so. 
The 
United States of America was constituted as a democratic 
republic, but the old idea of distrust of the common 
people was so strong even then that various expedients 
were adopted to prevent the common people from having 
their own way. 
Among other things the president was 
to be chosen by a representative body ui men elected 
for that particular purpose. 
The people were not sup­ 
posed to be sufficiently well informed in public affairs 
or intelligent enough to select the head of the nation, 
and b o the cumbersome m a c h in e r y of the electoral col­ 
lege was invented. 
But the people in a few years in­ 
vented another piece of political machinery even more 
cumbersome (the national political convention), which 
made the electoral college merely an automaton to reg­ 
ister the popular will, and deprived it of any pretense 
of a choice, but retained its power in emphasizing the 
importance of the smaller states, so that the majority in 
the electoral college might be cast for a candidate who 
had received a minority of the popular vote. 
Another evidence of the distrust of the people was 
shown by the provision requiring the appointment of 
judges, postmasters and other public officers, instead of 
their election. 
In certain cases there are evident good 
reasons why this custom should be continued, not from 
any inability of the people to choose their own officers, 
bu t, because the people as a whole cannot snfficiently 
inform themselves as to the special merits of t>e candi­ 
dates, or becausc the officials should i.P removed from 
local prejudice and influence. 
If it were found, how­ 
ever. that the custom of appointing federal judges and 
. postmasters was not working well in practice, there would 
undoubtedly be a change in this part of our political 
system. 
The election of United States senators by the legisla­ 
ture was due to. and the continuance of the custom is 
advocated because of a belief that the people are not so 
competent as are the members of the legislature to choose 
the senators. In the early days the senator was regarded 
as a sort of ambassador or representative of the state 
as a state, and for that reason it was thought proper that 
he should be selected by the legislature. 
The people 
were not supposed to be able to choose, nor sufficiently 
well acquainted with their public men to select, the one 
who should serve the state in this particular. Just as the 
electoral college was supposed to get together, and with 
grave 
deliberation, free 
from 
personal and political 
prejudice, select the one great American who should pre­ 
side over the destiny of the republic, so the legislatures 
of the states, with wisdom, impartiality and carefulness 
were expected to select the men who should represent 
the state in the senate. Anything farther from that ideal 
than the present senatorial contest it is difficult to 
Imagine. 
In many states the election of the senator has 
been made the central object of politics. 
The portion 
has been-open only to men of long purses Mu! clcAsOeu 
consciences. 
Candidates for the state Icgisliuire have 
been elected or defeated merely as they lepret/enied a 
vote for one or the other of contesting candidates for the 
United States senate, and totally irrespective of thc-iv 
ability to make laws and to manage the affairs of the 
state. When the legislature has convened, all thought of 
state business has been swept aside by the contending 
senatorial factions. 
Every kind of influence has been 
brought to bear upon the members to secure or to change 
their votes. 
In these contests the public business has 
been delayed for long periods, the taxpayers put to enor­ 
mous expense, needed legislation impeded or made irn- 
'possible, personal hatreds promoted, corruption greatly 
increased, and it has sometimes happened that the con­ 
test has been so fierce and prolonged that the legislature 
has finally adjourned without an election, and the state 
has been deprived altogether of its proper representation 
in the senate. 
If it is more important, as dearly indicated by the 
Constitution, that a state should retain its equal repre­ 
sentation. in the senate than that its senators should be 
elected in any particular way, then the present system 
in its results is clearly antagonistic to the spirit of the 
Constitution, oven though the method be explicitly ac­ 
cording to the letter of that document. 
The opponents of the direct vote need 10 learn a 
greater respect for the people. 
Water cannot be made 
by its own inherent power to rise higher than its own 
level, no matter what ingenious pipes and valves aic 
constructed. 
Nothing is gained in wisdom or political 
morality by delegating to representatives elected by the 
people, tasks that the people can do as well themselves. 
The specious fallacy that the people cannot be trusted to 
know and to manage their own affairs has been the 
foundation upon which oppression and corruption have 
builded. 
It was the favorite argument of monarchy and 
aristocracy; it is the main reliance of the ring and the 
boss of the present time. 
Our republic rests upon the main principle that the 
majority of all the people will, on the average, do better 
than any class that it is possible to select. 
The main 
safeguard of the republic is the right of the people to 
keep themselves informed as to what is being done by 
public officials, and to insist that, public affairs shall be 
managed according to the law. 
The man who distrusts 
the people is a dangerous man. The official who is afraid 
to let the .people know what he is doing, or who thinks 
tkat t!>e law does not matter if he does what h<* thinks 


is right, is the \o v t of official that the people should 
watch most carefully. 
T|ie present system of electing United States senators 
has been thoroughly tried, and its faults have been com­ 
pletely«* demonstrated. 
The demand for a change has 
grown steadily and has at last reached a point where 
even the senate can no longer ignore it. 
Neither the 
reasoning of a Hoar nor the sarcasm of a Penrose will 
be sufficient to stop a movement that is favored by the 
great body of American citizens regardless of party or 
section and that has been indorsed four times in succes­ 
sion by the house of representatives. The only remaining 
question now is whether the senate will yield gracefully 
or whether it will he overruled in the method provided 
for that purpose by the Constitution. 
As has been well said, the senators who are opposing 
this reform are riding for an explosion.

LORD METHUEN’S DEFEAT. 


session of the organization of the British army 
is a tremendous task, in which it is no wonder 
that Mr. Brodrick has had only partial success. 
The latest reports from Lord Kitchener do not war­ 
rant such a severe criticism of the British general, al­ 
though they indicate clearly that a mistake was made 
in leaving too large a gap between the front and real 
of the column. 
But the chief difficulty appears to have 
been a lack of morale among the troops. 
The British 
were stampeded in a night attack. 
The scouts wefe 
first rushed, then the mounted troops and finally the in­ 
fantry. 
The defeat was complete. 
The Boers cap­ 
tured everything there was to be captured and held 
everything worth holding from their standpoint. 
It 
is useless under these circumstances to attempt to les­ 
sen the disaster by throwing the blame entirely upon 
the general in command. 
It is very doubtful if any 
British general would have done any better. 
The official 
statement from Lord Kitchener shows that he fought 
bravely and did everything that a brave and gallant bf- 
ficcr could do to stay the course of defeat. 
The real cause of the defeat may be suggested by 
the recent dispatch from England saying that the re­ 
cruiting system was to be reorganized upon American 
lines, and that the pay of volunteers was to be increased 
with the purpose of securing a better class of soldiers 
than those that had recently been sent to the front. The 
British nation has been warned often enough that it 
could not depend upon soldiers recruited from the lowest 
classes of the population and deficient in moral charac­ 
ter and physical stamina.

on March 7. that British forces would be routed by an 
attacking enemy of equal or even inferior strength. 
Thpsf1 things do not constitute any aspersion upon 
the character or courage of the British people. 
They 
do not deny the military efficiency of a large part of the 
British army or the ability of the nation to taise and 
maintain an army that could meet other great military 
powers on equal terms. 
They do state delects that are 
known to exist in the recruiting system and that have 
already attracted so much attention that a comprehen­ 
sive plan of reform is now under consideration with 
every prospect that it will be adopted. 
The weakness of the British line, rathei than the 
fault of the British general seems the main reason for 
the recent defeat.

OLi.OWING upon the defeat of General Methuen 
comes the announcement that I^ord Wolseley is 
going on a trip to South Africa. Naturally this 
statement has attracted a good deal of attention, 
and a great many guesses have been made as to the object 
of the trip. It is not to be supposed that the distinguished 
British commander is going to South Africa for a pleas­ 
ure trip, and the most natural supposition w-as that he 
had been sent to look over the general situation, and 
to take such steps as he might judge to be ncecssary to 
bring the war to a close. 
A later report suggests that possibly he may be sent 
as an extraordinary envoy for the purpose of arranging 
terms of settlement with the Boers. 
According to this 
report, the generosity of General Delarey in releasing 
Lord Methuen has created a profound impression in Eng­ 
land. and the British authorities are now said to be ready 
to grant more favorable* terms to the Boers than they 
were previously willing to give. 
Whatever may be the real object of Lord Wolseley's 
mission, it is evidently something of moie than usual 
importance, and the developments will be awaited with 
interest. 


SENATOR PENROSE’S JOKE. 
s 


ENATOR 
PENROSE of 
Pennsylvania 
evidently 
thought it would be a most excellent joke to bur­ 
lesque the movement in favor of a direct popular 
senatorial election by introducing in the senate 
an amendment providing for an increase of senatorial rep­ 
resentation in proportion to population. 
There is a provision in the United States Constitution, 
of whifrh the senator could not have been ignorant, that 
no state, without its consent, shall be deprived of its efpial 
representation in the senate. This limitation is found in 
the paragraph relating to amendments, and it is the only 
exception placed upon the power to change the Consti­ 
tution. 
The amendment is as clearly unconstitutional as 
the original amendment is in accord with the constitu­ 
tional method and within the limits of congressional 
power. 
It will seem to many Americans, and we think to a 
majority of them, that an amendment to the Constitu­ 
tion. clearly within the authority of congress, passed by 
four successive houses of representatives and approved 
by the legislatures of nearly two-thirds of the states, is 
entitled to something more from the senate than ridicule, 
but that does not appear to be the opinion of Senator 
Penrose, 
it doubtless seems to him and some of his 
associates in the senate intensely funny that the people 
should attempt to do anything to raise the tone and char­ 
acter of United States senators or to relieve themselves 
from the disorder and corruptions that senatorial contests 
have injected into the state legislatures. 
But it might be 
well for him and others of his mind to remember that in 
this case the people have the last laugh, and that there, 
is a way to secure the amendment without the consent 
of the senate, which will surely be adopted if the senate 
mal.es it necessary. 


AN OFFICIAL EXPLANATION. 
R 


ECENTLY there has been some \ery severe criti­ 
cism in regard to the alleged action of ourdiepart- 
ment of state in refusing passports to a clergyman 
who desired to visit South Africa for the purpose 
of distributing relief funds among the Boers. 
It is hardly 
worth while to try to quote the exact »language of the com­ 
plaint, for it varied greatly at different times and places, 
but its general purport was that the United States had 
gone to extreme limits in toadying to the British govern­ 
ment and in blocking charity for the Boers. 
Secretary Hay’s official explanation puts quite a dif­ 
ferent phase on the matter. He Bays that this government 
did not refuse a passport to Rev. Mr. Thomas and his 
wife, but on the contrary Mr. Thomas wjas notified that 
the state department would issue the passport as. desired 
and would also give to Mr. Thomas a letter commending 
him to all with whom the department had any influence 
and asking their assistance for his errrand. 
But the state department wps further asked to request 
from the British- governmeiJt a general pass^’aHowing

Of all the early blunders of 
the war, which induced

against white enemies, Magersfontein was per­ 
haps the stupidest of all, from the point of view 
of an educated soldier. 
It was also the most 
characteristic: of that type 
of 
British 
general 
whom Carlyle again described as a "courageous 
wooden pole with a cocked hat on top.' 
Lord Methuen was distinctly a "society gen 
oral,” such as, to the danger and disgrace of the 
British army, occupy its high commands in time 
of peace, and even in time of war until their in­ 
competency is established at great expense. Then 
the real soldiers who are not elegant irlflcrs with 
the profossion of arms, and who have worked 
their way up by merit and not by favor, come to 
the front or are forced to the front by popular 
clamor ag^tast the methods and traditions of the 
war office.,- 
The Robertses and Kitcheners are 
never the favorites of the department.

course of this war the British have learned by 
experience that it is not safe to intrust the de­ 
fense of the country to gentlemen who merely 
have a good position in society and are of "coun­ 
ty families.” 
Most of the conspicuous incom­ 
petents of the early days of this war have now 
been weeded out.

in high places to indicate that Mr. Brodrick's

The agitation in favor of the eler-Ur:’ ef United States 
senators by dircct vote of the people has at least accom­ 
plished one thing. 
The senate has at last waked up to 
the fact that the subject is being discussed, and the chair­ 
man of the senate committee on privileges and elections 
has promised that the resolution adopted by the house 
will be reported back to the senate in time to permit dis­ 
cussion of it. at the present session. 
Senator Hoar, who 
is a member of that committee and a strong opponent of 
the proposed change, has led off in the discussion and has 
made a good speech against the resolution. 
All of which 
goes to show that the senate is beginning to realize that 
the movement has reached a strength that can no longer 
be ignored, and that if it does not wish to have a consti­ 
tutional convention called over its head by the legislatures 
of the states, it must be doing something in the matter. 
If the resolution is reported from the committee in a 
reasonable time and a fair opportunity given for debate, 
this will be most interesting, whatever conclusion may be 
reached by the senate. 
As for the people generally, they 
have become thoroughly disgusted with the evils of the 
present system mui are anxious for a change. 


The proposition to give to Utah a part of Arizona 
territory is a proper subject for consideration at the 
present, time. 
It it is advisable to make any change iu 
the present boundary it must be done before Arizona ia 
admitted as a state. 
The part which it is proposed to 
add to Utah is north of the* Colorado river, and is sep­ 
arated from the rest of Arizona, not. only by that stream, 
but. also by the great canon which for the greater part 
of its course is wholly impassable, 
in many cases it 
has been found better to make state boundaries along 
rivers or mountain ranges rather than on arbitrary lines 
of latitude or longitude. Possibly it is better to do so in 
this case, though the general opinion will be that the land 
in question is so utterly barren and uninhabitable that it 
will make no particular difference to what civil division 
it belongs. 


The dec ision of the United States supreme court declar­ 
ing the Illinois anti trust law unconstitutional is of far- 
reaching importance. 
Several other states h a v e anti­ 
trust laws with the same delect. 
The objection is that 
the Illinois statute exempts farmers and labor unions from 
the prohibition against combination, and this, the supreme 
court holds, makes the law class legislation, since it grants 
exceptional privileges and imposes exceptional restric­ 
tions. 
There is probably no legislature that, would forbid 
farmers entering a combination to maintain the price 
<>f t h e j r products, and it is even less likely that any one 
would forbid the organization of laboring men to maintain 
or to advance wages, so that it appears that the prospects 
for effective anti-trust legislation arc even more doubtful 
than they used to be.

Owing to the suspicion that the death 
of L. M. Nelson, whose body arrived 
here yesterday from the Pacific coast, 
was caused by foul play an autopsy was 
performed by Dr. Berry last night at 
the morgue. The post mortem showed 
that Nelson's death was due to an in­ 
flammation.of the lungs. There was 110 
evidence of foul play, but there is still 
much mystery ¡attached to the case, as 
Nelson is said to have had over $500 
in his possession at the time of his 
death and no trace of the money can 
now be found. 


Nelson’s home was at No. 1111 W ash­ 
ington avenue. About four months ago 
he was working on his new residence 
at that address when he fell from the 
roof and was injured internally. 
He 
became ill as the result of thc acci­ 
dent and a month ago started for Cali­ 
fornia on a trip for his health. 
He 
wrote to his wife every day for six 
days, but after that no word was re­ 
ceived from him. Mrs. Nelspn notified 
the police about 10 days ago that she 
had heard no word from him for several 
days, and the San Francisco authori­ 
ties were notified. They sent word that 
Nelson had sailed from that city for 
Seattle. 


Word was received later from Aber­ 
deen, Washington, that Nelson had died 
on the steam er en route to Seattle. The 
body had been left 
at 
Aberdeen in 
charge of the coroner at that place. 


Coroner Law was notified of the death 
and the body was ordered shipped to 
Colorado Springs. It arrived here yes­ 
terday morning.

He has spent the time in Colorado at 
Pueblo, Salida and Cripple Creek, but 
his home for the past five years has 
been Colorado 
Springs.

usually 
li\'ed all alone, but of late has made 
his home at the St. James hotel on 
South Cascade avenue. He is said to be 
worth in the vicinity of $200,000. Three 
children survive him. Senator Thomas 
C. Carter, E. G. Carter, a wealthy min­ 
ing man of Helena, 
Mont., and Mrs. 
Thomas Cruse, also of Helena. He held 
a position at the mint at Philadelphia, 
and for several years has been deputy 
forestry commissioner, appointed about 
five years ago by President McKinley. 


Mr, Carter is well known throughout 
the state. 
Although American in all 
else, he always retained his rich Irish 
brogue and his Irish love of a joke. 
He was rerr.arkablp for his memory, 
often amusing a crowd of friends with 
his vivid remembrance of some long 
forgotten circumstance of interest. He 
possessed a true Gaelic shrewdness that 
amassed him a fortune by tact at sav­ 
ing the pences. Although not a man of 
erudition or profound 
education, he 
was remarkably clever, and possessed 
a keen knowledge of men and events 
that stood him in place of a college de­ 
gree. 
His acquaintances 
everywhere 
were his friends, for he was a philoso­ 
pher as well as a wit. Up to within two 
weeks, he was in comparatively ro­ 
bust health, being as athletic as the 
average young man of the present day. 
I-Ic took a great deal of interest in his 
duties as forestry 
commissioner, and 
thought nothing of a day's walk over 
the mountains. 
At the forest fire at 
Rosemont early last fall, Mr. Carter 
spent three days fighting the fire, and 
cange back very happy over his ad­ 
venture. He was a son of nature, and 
was never so happy as when out of 
doors engaged in some pursuit of labor. 
He was very proud of the achievements 
of his two sons, one of whom was the 
senator from Montana, and the other 
the wealthy mining man at Helena.

(Second Article.) 
I'nfortunately for observations of Al- 
-.;ol at this station, the sky w as cloudy 
on both the recent evenings. T hursday 
and Sunday, on which thc tim e of pre­ 
dicted darkening promised to be ospe- 
eiplly favorable. 
It w ill not be long, 
however, before another pair of equally 
w ell-tim ed m inina 
can 
be predicted. 
M eantim e, it m ay not be amis«! to r e ­ 
hearse som ething of the history of this 
object. 
This will disclose the reasons 
which have draw n special attention to 
this star, and the m ethods of research 
which have 
led to a 
relatively full 
know ledge of it. 


The fact that Algol is not alw ays of 
he sa.me brilliancy w as noticed as early 
is 1669 by M ontanari. 
More than a 
•enturv later, in 1783. G oodticke discov- 
>rcd that the changes w ere periodic, and 
■.living once suspected that fact, he had 
¡rile difficulty in ascertain in g that thc 
periodicity w as not only actual, 
buL 
iston ish in glv regular. 
From his tim e 
he beginning of scientific investigation 
if this star m ay be considered to dale. 


The preceding epoch of u nsystem atic 
ir haphazard observation nf the fact of 
.arla b ility is indeed believed by som e 
to begin much earlier than the tim e of 
M cntaniri. 
A claim is put forward ir: 
leh.alf o f the Arabs, and if it is allowed, 
'•ets back the tim e of the discovery to 
thn tenth century or thereabout. 
This 
-laim. so far as I have been able to 
iscerta in . rests entirely on the etym ol- 
jgy of the nam e Algol, which w as cer­ 
tainly given by the Arabs, and m eans 
‘the demon." 
The first syllable. Al, 
s the Arabic article, "the." wl^ilc the 
second syllable is the word which has 
bec-n transferred to our language in the 
form "ghoul." 
T hat the A rabs should 
have named a star "the demon'' cer­ 
tainly seem s at first sigh t a clear in- 
lication that they detected som ething 
.cry peculiar in its behavior, 
¡filss A. 
M Clerk«», a m ost judicious and careful 
writer, in her work on the history of 
■ stronom y. says: "The derivation of the 
n m e Algol, or F.l-Ghoul. leaves little 
lonbt that the A rab astronom ers were 
acquainted w ith this star's variability." 
Cither authors m ay be quoted in the 
anie sense, and som e modern w riters. 


■1 their endeavor to carry out the sup- 
sed idea of the Arabs- have referred 
this star as "the w inking demon." 
N otw ithstan din g the w eight of au- 
’•.„¡•¡ty, I do r.ot ad'-pH the nrjrnment. 
but believe for my own part that th«’ 
name, "the demon." w as given by the 
Arabs w ith no reference w hatever to the 
,-ariation of light. 
My reasoiVfor th is Is 
the an alogy of other Arabic star-nahies. 
The A rabs borrowed from the" Greeks 
he nam es of the constellations, with the 
traditional location of the corresponding 
Igures of bears, lions, dogs, etc.. am ong 
the stars. 
To 
the latter 
they gave 
■lames of their own. based, in a large 
iioportion of thc cases, upon the situ a ­ 
tion of the star in the constellation. 
Thus A ldebaran is "the follower " be- 
'au se it com es after the Pleiades, and 
Altair- ‘‘the bird,” is the nam e of the 
•principal star in the constellation of the 
?aglc, and so on. alm ost indefinitely. 
B earing in mind this ordinary exp lan a­ 
tion of the significance of an Arabic 
star-nam e, we are led to look to the sit- 


u-ilion of Algol in ¡lie old Greek ligii. ; 
of P erseus, to see if a reason for this 
nam e also m a y be furnished 
in 
th" 
usual w ay. W e at once tind a reason mi 
com plete and sa tisfa cto ry as to m m n e 
all need of any other suggestion. 
Kov 
A lgol is the only bright star in that 
part of the ligure which represents the 
head of the Gorgon. M edusa, carried i:i 
P erseu s’ hand. 
M edusa, as she w as iev - 
resented by 
the* Greeks, is ¡certain ’ , 
ghoulish enough to ju stify the nam e Kl- 
Ghoul for her ch ief star. 
If. then, rh-» 
nam e has any connection w ith varia b il­ 
ity of light, the discoverers of the la,- 
ter w ere Greeks, not A rabs, and th,» 
d iscovery w as earlier by centuries than 
the epoch of Arab astronom y. 
But, m 
this form, the theory is too im probable 
to require refutation. 
N"o Greek wrifeV 
appears 1 0 hxve a suspicion of variab il­ 
ity. ami the head of M edusa appears in 
the constellation, not for any astron o­ 
m ical reason, but to carry out the m yths 
of Perseus. 


Since I have taken so m uch space for 
th is question of nam ing, it m ay be as 
w ell, postponing for tlie present the h is­ 
tory of modern in vestigation, to devoid 
tlie rem ainder of the half colum n a l­ 
lotted me in this issue, to tellin g once 
more thc old Greek story. On this. I a>.i 
confident, the nam e 0f A lgol Is based, 
w hile the tale certain ly has an interest 
of 
its 
own. 
h avin g 
determ ined 
th» 
nam es and traditional representatives 
of at least four constellations. 


The central figure in the Greek tale is 
Androm eda, daughter of K ing Cepheus 
and Queen C assiopeia, who reigned over 
the Ethiopians. 
H er m other, proud of 
her daughter's beauty, rashly com pared 
it w ith that of the sea nym phs, to th* 
d isad vantage of the latter. 
She w as 
M ilton's 
"Starred Ethiop queen w ho strove 
To set her b eauty's praise above 
The 
sea-nym phs. 
and 
their 
powers 
offended." 


So deep w as 
the offense 
that the 
nym phs sought a savage revenge. 
A n­ 
drom eda w as chained to a rock, to aw ait 
the com ing of a sea m onster, w hom we 
probably see figured in the constellation 
C etus. 
But before this voracious beast 
reached its intended prey, the hero P er­ 
seus arrived on the scene. 
He had been 
on a venturesom e expedition, to slay 
the Gorgon. M edusa, w ho. had 
live 
snakes in place of hair, and w hose sim ­ 
ple look had the power to freeze th® 
beholder into siou e. 
TJy contriving ,n 
strike w ithout look in g—P erseus availed 
h im self for th is purpose of the mirror 
formed 
by 
his 
burnished 
shield—the 
hero had lopped off at a blow the ter­ 
rible head, and he now carried it in his 
w allet. 
As the sea m onster advanced 
he held forth the object of horror. 
The 
m onster w as petrified, the m aiden w as 
rescued.

So fond were the Greeks of this fairy- 
story that th ey transferred it to the sky. 
There to this day m ay be seen Cepheus. 
C assiopeia, 
and

In the d istance is the de­ 
vouring Cetus. 
(.'lose by Androm eda 
stand s Perseus, his sw ord brandished in 
one hand w hile the other holds forth 
thc head of the Gorgon.

it, is a group of stars, the central and 
m ost brilliant o f w hich is Algol.

The appropriation in the 
bill i-pported today is to pay Mrs. Meek- 
er the amount which would have been 
paid her daughter had she lived the full 
pcriooY for which the annuity was 
granted. 
Mrs. Meeker is reported in 
moderate circumstances and the Colo- 
rado delegation hope to secure passage 
of the bill at this session to afford her 
the desired relief.

PANAMA CANAL TITLE

committee reached an agreement on tho 
revenue' bill tonight and the. amend-j 
ments as adopted are being printed. 
The agreement is in the nature of a 
compromise, the 
conferees 
of 
both 
houses, having receded on a number of 
features, while In many cases entirely 
new sections have 'been agreed upon and 
added. The bill as it now stands Is con- 
ceded by all to be shorn of a large 
number of the salient features of the 
same measure as it was adopted by 
the regular session one year ago. The 
state board of assessors has been sub- 
stituted for the state board of equaliza- 
tion. The fees to be charged for filing 
suits are eliminated, the flat taxes have 
been reduced over 100 per cent, and 
number of other changes are noticed. 
The measure will be presented to both 
houses tomorrow, and it Is 'thought an 
agreement will be reached by tomorrow 
night and surely by not later than Fri- 
day night. The bill as it now stands 
contains the following features: 
First, the state board of equalization 


in determining the value of taxable 
property In this state of corporations, 
both foreign and domestic, the value of 
capital stock and bonds of each cor- 
poration shall be received and consid- 
ered and shall be competent evidence ol 
the value of the entire plant of each 
corporation, but any and all other evi- 
dence of the full and true cash value 
of said property both tangible and In- 
tangible shall be received and consid- 
ered in arriving at the value of the en- 
tire plant of such corporation. 
Second, the producing mines of the 
state shall be valued at one-fourth of 
their gross proceeds, except In those 
cases where the net proceeds exceed 
one-fourth of the gross proceeds, then 
the value shall be upon the net' pro- 
ceeds. Non-producing claims to be val- 
ued at a rate not to exceed 25 per cent, 
of the lowest producing claim in the lo- 
cajity. A mine's gross proceeds must 
equal $5,000 in order to" be classed as a 
producer.

TEMPEST IN THE HOUSE.

Washington, March 17.—The house 


committee on rules by a divided vote 
on party lines, today decided to report 
the resolution of Representative Crum- 
lacker of Indiana! for a special com- 
mittee of 13 members to investigate 
and report on the alleged dlsfranchlsc- 
ment of voters in some of the states. 
The two Democratic members of the 
committee, RIchurdson 
of Tennessee 


and Underwood of Alabama, protested 
against reporting the resolution and 
when It was ordered tu be reported by 
the affirmative votes of the Republi- 
can committee, Speaker Henderson and 
Representatives Dalzell and Grosvenor, 
the Democratic 
members consulted 


their colleagues on the floor of the 
house and began considering the advis- 
ability of expressing their dissent by 
resorting to the most extreme devices 
of parliamentary procedure, even to the 
extent of stopping the regular proceed- 
ings of the house. 
That this extreme 


step shall be taken has not yet been 
decided on as Messrs. Richardson and 
Underwood, after conferring with oth- 
er Democratic members, said that the 
action of the character contemplated 
should not be taken unless there is 
the most complete concurrence between 
the minority and a determination in 
advance to make a most determined 
contest. 
To this end it is the Inten- 


tion to submit tho matter to a Demo- 
cratic caucus, probably on Wednes- 
day night. 
A caucus already has been 


called for that time to consider the 
Boer war. Under the caucus rules it 
will require unanimous consent to con- 
sider anything outside the Boer sub- 
ject.. But in view of the general sen- 
timent among Democratic members it 
Is expected that unanimous consent 
will be Riven to consider this dlsfran- 
chisement question^ 
Otherwise anotb 
er caucus will be called. 
One of the minority parliamentarians 
said: 
'The business of the house Is largely 


done by 'unanimous consent,' the cour- 
tesy of the minority yielding a strict 
conforinance to the rules. 
But the 
minority has the power to withhold 
'unanimous consent' and to require a 
constitutional vote under the rules on 
every question arising. Without unan- 
imous consent 
even the approval of 
the Journal will require a roll call and 
it will take a week to pass a bridge 
bill. 
The vmirtority will be cautious 


in going to this extreme and will not 
take such a step unless assured in ad- 
vance of a united following. 
If the 
step is not taken it will be only because 
of the question of the propriety of re- 
sorting to such extremes." 
It is stated that the movement on 
the part of the minority is directed not 
only against the Crumpacker resolu- 
tion with a view to contesting its adop- 
tion to the last extreme, but nlso to 
other legislation, so as to embarrass 
and harrass the majority 
at 
every 
point. 
The action of the committee on 
rules in favor of the Crumpacker reso- 
lution will not be reported to the house 
for about 10 days, as Representative 
Grosvenor, who is to make the report, 
will be out of the city temporarily.

SHIP SUBSIDY BILL IS 


PASSED BY THE SENA'J.'£i. 


By Associated Press. 


Washington, March 17.—After 
pro- 


onged debate, the senate today passed 
he ship subsidy bill, the final vote 
upon the measure being 42 to 31. Sen- 
ators Allison and Dolllver of Iowa, 
Spooner and Quarles of Wisconsin and 
Proctor Slid Dlllingham of Vermont, 
Republicans voted against final pas- 
sage of the bill and Senator McLaurin 
of South Carolina voted for it. Some 
amendments to the bill were adopted 
>ut they were all agreeable to those 
n charge of the measure, the friends 
)f the bill voting down all other amend, 
nents. With the exception of amend- 
ments offered by Mr. Allison and ac- 
cepted by Mr. Frye, limiting the time 
of the operation of contracts made Un- 
der the provisions of the bill to July 1, 
1920, and providing that the amount of 
he expenditure under the mail subsidy 
paragraph should not at any time ex- 
ceed $8,000,000 annually, none ot.the 
amendments agreed to materially af- 
lected the bill, as it was reported from 
:he commerce committee. 
The voting upon amendments began 


at 3 o'clock and such a flood of them 
was offered that a final vote upon the 


as amended, was not reached un- 


til just before 6 o'clock. 
Amendments 


offered by Mr. Vest of Missouri, pro- 
,-lding for "free ships" and for the ap- 
Dlicatlon of the provisions of the anti- 
:rust law to the shipping industry were 
rejected as was the amendment pro- 
posed by Mr. Patterson of Colorado 
>roviding that no Chinese person should 
oe a member of the crew of a sub- 
sidized vessel. 
Mr. Pettus of Ala- 


aama, offered an amendment providing 
that the total expenditure under the 
bill should not exceed $9,000,000 In any 
year. 
It was adopted In committee of 


the whole, but later in the senate was 
rejected by a decisive vote. 


The senate agreed to an amendment 


offered by Mr. Spooner providing that 
congress should have power to amend 
or 
repeal 
the 
act without impair- 


ing any contract made under its au- 
thority. 
Mr. Hanna offered and the 


senate adopted three amendments ap- 
plying directly to the acquisition by J. 
Plerpont Morgan and his associates of 
the Leyland line of British ships. They 
pro.vlde that no foreign built ship shall 
participate in the proposed subsidy, 
that nothing In the act shall be con- 


to prevent American citizens 


or corporations from holding or op- 
erating foreign ships in the ocean car- 
rying trade and that no foreign built 
ship of any line thus acquired by Amer. 
can citizens shall be admitted hereaf- 
ter to American registry. 
The title 


of the bill passed by the senate Is: "To 
provide for ocean mail service between 
:he United States and foreign coun- 
tries, to aid the common defense, to 
promote commerce and to encourage 
the deep sea fisheries." 


Title one of the measure as passed, 


deals with ocean mail steamships and 
their .subsidies. 
The postal subsidy 


act of 1801 Is so amended as to direct 
the postmaster-general to , enter into 
contracts for not less than five nor 
more than 15 years with American cit- 
izens for the/carrying of malls on 
American steamships to such foreign 
points as will best promote the postal, 
commercial and maritime interests of 
the United States, the mail service on 
such lines to be equitably distributed 
among the Atlantic, Mexican, Gulf and 
Pacific ports and the contracts to be 
made with the lowest responsible bid- 
der. 


The vessels employed In the mail 
service shall be American built anfl 
owned and officered by American cit- 
izens. 
During the first two years one 


fourth of the icrew must be American 
citizens; during the next three years 
one third must be American citizens 
and during the remaining life of the 
contract at least 
one-half 
must be 


American citizens. 
The ships must be 


screw steamships of iron or steel and 
divided Into the following classes ac- 
cording to speed: 
First class—20 knots or over; sec- 
ond class. 19 knots; 
th^rd 
class, 18 
knots; fourth class, 17 knots; fifth class, 
16 knots; sixth class 15 knots; seventh 
class 14 knots. 


Albsteamshlps of the first four classes 
shall bo constructed with particular ref- 
erence to prompt conversion into auxil- 
iary naval cruisers and shall be oE 
the highest rating known to maritime 
commerce.; 


The rate of compensation for •••ocean 
mail service to be paid per gross* reg- 
istered ton for each 100 nautical miles 
sailed from the port of clearance In the 
United States to the port of entry in 
the United States according to the route 
required by the postofflce department 
shall not exceed the following; Steam- 
ships of the first class two and sev- 
en-tenths cents, second class, two and 
five tenths cents; third class, two and 
three tenths cents; fourth class, two 
and one-tenth cents; fifth class, one and 
nine-tenths,cents; sixth class, one and 
seven-tenths cents; seventh class, one 
and five-tenths cents. 


The rates of compensation to any 
vessel carrying malls to foreign ports 
in North America shall not exceed 70 
per cent, of-the maximum rate estab- 
lished; 


Title two, of the bill provides fur the 
general subsidy to be paid. 
It directs 


the secretary of the treasury to pay to 
the owners of any vessel In the United 
States duly registered and engaged in 
the foreign trade of the United States 
a compensation amounting to 1 cent 
per gross registered ton for each 100 
nautical miles sailed, not exceeding U 
entries in any one year, for a period 
of flve years from the date of registra- 
tion of a vessel of 1,000 grosB tons 
which shall be completed after the pas. 
sage of this bill, one-fourth of 1 cent 
per groBs ton, for each 100 nautical 
miles sailed In addition; to the above 
mentioned 
compensation.

bill 


specifies certain vessels which shall not 
receive compensation under Ha provis- 
ions, among, them being vessels engaged 
In the coastwise trade exclusively, 


Each subsidized vessel is required to 
carry-as a member of Its "company one

that the ship In emergency may be used 
by the United States for the national 
defense or for any public purpose, at 
a fair valuation for this service. 
Title three of the bill directs the sec- 
letary of the treasury to pay to the 
owner of a documented vessel engaged 
In deep sea fishery for at least three 
months in any one year $2 per gross 
ton per annum, provided that at least 
one-third of the crew shall be citizens 
of Ihe United States, and he is directed 
to pay also to n citizen of the United 
States serving as a member of such 
crew $1 per month for the time he is 
necessarily employed. 
Title four provides that no vessel be 


given compensation under two or more 
titles of this act at the same time: that 
a subsidized vessel shall not be sold 
to a subject of u foreign power, and the 
president of the United States shall 
cause pi-oper regulations to be framed 
for the execution of this act.

THE WEATHER, 


-The precipitation during February 
was very unevenly distributed and for 
the mountain region as a whole was 
considerably below normal, in i'nct the 
deficiency was even more marked than 
for any of the four preceding months. 
East of the Continental divide the 
storms did not malic good the loss by 
evaporation and the same was true 
o£ the -western slope prior to the pro- 
longed storm which set in on the 25th 
nnd continued into March. This storm 
proved to be tho heaviest of the win- 
ter in the southwestern part of the 
state. Over areas on the upper water- 
shed of the Uncouipahgre and the San 
Miguel the snowfall was reported the 
heaviest In 12 years, the duration or 
the 
storm 
considered. 
Snow-slides 


were numerous and caused great loss 
of life and property. 


Reviewing the conditions that nave 


prevailed since September, it appears 
that there was about the normal snow- 
fall during December, but a deficiency 
was noted for October. November and 
January, while for February, usually 
the wettest month of winter, the total 
fall was only about one-third of normal. 
For the five months the total was ap- 
proximately 50 per cent, of normal and 
this was subject to more than the 
average amount of sunshine and wind.

3ere are two plans. 
By the one the 


>eop!e elect the members of the house; 
by the other the legislature elects the 
members of the senate. If In some in- 
stances the election of the latter is not 
free from fraud, is the other always 
without the same objection? 
But the 
'act remains that the body elected in 
:he one mode is vastly the superior of 
the body elected by the other mode. 


As said above, the causes leading to 


the downfall of free government are ot 
slow growth. About the close of Mr. 
Monroe's second term party spirit be- 
came intensified and from that time'to 
the present certain influences have been 
quietly at? work gradually expanding 
and growing and tending to the destruc- 
tion of the government established by 
the founders. 
These causes received 
great momentum from the Influencef 
springing from the civil war. But 
whatever thes3 evil tendencies, there re- 
main two conservative forces, whose in- 
fluence largely tends to the preserva- 
tion of our institutions. The one is the 
supreme court of the United States. As 
long as the members of this court are 
selected for their wisdom and profound 
learning In the law, their exalted pa- 
triotism and removal j'rom political am- 
bition. It may be looked to as one o 
the great preservers of our liberty. The 
other is'the senate of the United States 
It is a small body representing the 
state governments as political sover 
eigntles, selected by a 
different body 
than that by which the house is chosen 
it may safely be relied upon to save the 
people from rash and inexpedient legis- 
lation. 
Such was ths purpose of its 
creation. That purpose it has signally 
performed and Is performing today 
That seats have been bought by cor- 
rupting legislatures in some instances 
may be true, but if the people were no 
blind and rash In this matter thej 
could see that In these Instances, which 
all can Imagine, where legislatures have 
been corrupted, the same men would 
have been elected had the choice been 
fflven to the people themselves. And I 
is Incontestably true that every evil in 
fluence that has crept Into the admlhls 
tration of the government has arisen 
either from the departure from the Con 
stltutlon or the want of patriotism and 
honestv on the part of the people. If'thi 
people of certain counties, or the ma 
jority of them in a state, are Incapable 
of electing honest men to the leglsla 
ture, how can the same people be en 
trusted with the far greater power o 
electing honest men to the senate? Th 
demand for a change arises from the 
fact that legislatures have been cor 
rupted. This confesses that the peopli 
are 
Incapable of exercising 
limite< 
powers, and as a- remedy It Is proposet 
to invest them with far greater author 
Ity. Truly do you state that "Wate 
cannot be made by Its own Inheren 
power to rise higher than its own level.' 
•If, therefore, the political water canno 
bfe made by Its own Inherent power t< 
'rtse to the level necessary to the eloc 
tlon of honest and capable men to the 
legislature, how can it be made to rise 
much higher or to the height necessary 
to the election of a senator? Deferen 
tially let me ask. If It be admitted tha 
the Infant cannot walk. Is not he foolish 
who would Insist that It should run? 
With your kind permission I will n 


notice more specifically your editoria 
which sets forth about all of the rea 
sons that have been urged In difreren 
forms in favor of- the change. 
Yoi 
state "The real reason of the oppositlo 
to the direct choice o£ senators In man 
cases is a belief that the people are uff 
able to manage their own affairs, anr 
that some better way must be providei 
for them to do so." 


This is an entire misconception an 


no intelligent advocate of the presen 
constitutional provision takes any sue 
position. On the contrary at the tlm 
of the formation of the Constitution th 
Republican or Democratic representa 
lives (by which 1 mean those who wer 
opposed, to the Federalists) and were I. 
favor of the largest measure of persona 
liberty, were strenuous advocates of th 
present system. It is so today, but the! 
opposition to any change is based upo 
the cardinal principle that our govern 
ment throughout is of a dual charade 
in Its operation.

Their object was to create a dual 
jovernment, with checks and balances, 
in which the voice of the majority of 
the people should be heard in one 
branch, and a majority of the state 
governments in the other. It was the 
wisest form of government ever devised 
by man. and may it long continue be- 
fore the ruthless hand of the destroyer 
mars its symmetry or destroys its use- 
fulness. 


}"ou say "The opponents of the direct 


vote need to learn a greater respect for 
the people." We might venture, if.it 
would not be considered harsh, to re- 
tort that the advocates of a direct vote 
need to learn a greater knowledge of 
the system they wish to change.

" * * It has been asserted * * * that con- 
sequently full power may fearlessly be 
given to the majority by which it is 
represented. But this language is that 
of a, slave." (De Tocqueviile's Democ- 
racy in America.) 


Again you say "The United States of 


America was constituted a democratic 
republic." I confidently challenge this 
statement, as to support it not a single 
clause of the Constitution can be cited, 
or a single scrap of contemporaneous 
history. In fact the Constitution itself 
declares that congress shall guarantee 
to each state "A republican form of 
government." This term was well un- 
derstood at the time. 
A democracy 


means a government administered di- 
rectly by the people; "a republican form 
of ^government," the only 1 government 
any state in the union can adopt, is one 
administered by and through represen- 
tatives chosen by the people, or In other 
constitutional form. It Is no more com- 
petent for the state of Colorado to adopt 
u democratic form of government than 
it is to adopt a king or emperor. If

A COLORADO VISITOR 


John r. Altgeld, the famous Illinois a farm hand in the vicinity of Topeka 


statesman, former governor and advo- 
cate of the Interests of the radical ele- 
ment of organized labor, whose death 
occurred at Joliet, 111., u few days ago 
at the close of a plea In behalf of the 
Boers, was a man well known in Colo- 
rado. He was poulu-- 
well here for 


his strong advocacy of the candidacy of 
W. J. Bryan for president was al u 
lime when Ihe candidacy of Bryan was 
exceedingly popular 
in Colorado and 
for Ihe further reason lhat those people 
o£ all classes and political faith who 
oecame acquainted with him while he 
was here, learned to like him, to be- 
lieve in his sincerity and lo admire his 
energy and unceasing effort toward Ihe 
accomplishmenl 
of. Ihe 
right aa hu 


aw It. 
His lasl vlsil to Colorado was in the 


very early spring of 1898 when he was 
In Manilou for a day, a guesl al Ihe 
Montcalme sanitarium. 
He 
was In 
very poor health at that time and was 
then en roule lo California lo Iry the 
effect of the Pacific climate upon his 
health. Prior lo lhat lime he was a 
visitor to Colorado several limes. He 
had spent short periods of lime In Man- 
ilou in several years during his admin- 
istration as governor of Illinois ard 
after its close and he spent Ihe entire 
summer of 1898, between Ihe Chit-ago 
Democrallt; convention which nomi- 
nated Bryan for Ihe first, time and the 
aclive opening of Ihe campaign, al 
Glenwood Springs. He was an old ac- 
quaintance and cloge friend of Jusllce 
Caldwell of the United Slates clrcuil 
court wilh headquarters at LItlle Rock, 
Ark., and of Judge Phillips of ihe 
United Slates district court at Kansas 
Cily, and his visits to Colorado were 
frequently simultaneous' with ihose of 
these distinguished members of the fed- 
eral bench. John R. Tanner, who suc- 
ceeded Altgeld as governdr of Illinois, 
and Adlai E. Slevensop, vice president 
under Cleveland during the Jailer's sec- 
ond term and candidate with Bryan on 
the latter's second ticket, also were fre- 
quent visitors lo Colorado Springs and 
Manilou and were Interested for a great 
many years qn'd through many 
hard 


campaigns, either with* Or against John 
P. Alfeold.

Altgeld was a mat} of exceedingly in- 
teresllng personal vhislpry. Like so 
many olher men who have become fig- 
ures of national, Importance and influ- 
ence, he was a mernbaif of the legal pi o. 
fession and in early nifnhood took -the 
state of Illinois as the, field,for his ac- 
tion. Altgeld's business start was as 


Kansas, and it was Ihere thai he de- 
termined lo make something more than 
a farm hand of himself and chose Ihe 
law as Ihe medium through which lo 
rise. 
His law education was securct 


under the most adverse circumstances 
he having nothing whatever to star 
with and working by Ihe sweat of hib 
brow for whatever he managed lo get 
His practice, of his profession in Chi 
caso brought him to the front as i 
lawyer and finally resulted in his elec 
tion as governor of Illinois on Ihe Demo 
cratic ticket. He served one term o 
four years and his administration waf 
characterized 
by 
two 
events 
tha 


brought upon him the charge ot being 
an anarchist and the everlasting cnmi 
ty of capital and its interests every 
where and Hie undying friendship of or 
ganized labor. These Iwo cvenls wen 
the great Pullman strike and his atti 
tude toward it and his signing the pa 
l>ers lliat released from Ihe penitentiary 
the men arrested for complicity iri th 
famous Haymarkcl riot in Chicago, con 
vlcted upon trial by the courts, and no 
aubjecteq to the Infliction of the deal! 
penalty. 


His enemies have explained his r.ttl 
tude in both these great incidents of hi 
administration simply by claiming tha 
hn was an anarchist and thai his al 
lltude was the natural one for an an 
archist to lake. His friends, and Ihis in 
eluded a greal many Ihinking peopl 
who were not themselves 
anarchist 


or even members of his own politica 
faith, have denied Ihis charge and ex 
plained his attitude simply by credit 
Ing him with independence enough t 
do the right as he saw it, regardless o 
what might be said of It by anyone 
During the height of ihe agilallon an 
uproar lhat followed his pardoning o 
the anarchists he was quoted as glvln 
as his reason for his acllon thai h 
doubted Ihe guilt of Ihe convicts.

kind of evidence—rough but sure- 


hat Is familiar to courts of law all 
ver the northern states and Is ac- 
epted by them, in cases of dispute, 
-here carefully drawn plans and for- 
mally attested title-deeds are set aside 
s untrustworthy. 
Everyone who knows the woods at 


11 knows what a blaze is—the sharp, 
lancing cut of an axe which exposes 
le fresh, clean wood beneath the bark 
0 that one may follow an otherwise 
ndistlnguishable trail from tree to 
ree and from one end of the forest to 
he other. But the blaze is used not 
nly to indicate a path but to mark the 
loundaries of forest ownership. 
It 


ollows the imaginary line of the sur- 
eyor, as well as the footsteps of ihe 
pioneer and the hunter, so tnat a 
nowledge of how a line is blazed, 
nd of how to distinguish blazes that 
vere cut a generation or more ago on 
rees still growing in the original for- 
st. Is necessarily a part of the equip- 
ment of an all round surveyor. 


As nearly as possible the trees se- 


ected for blazing follow the exact 
oundary line. If, as often happens, a 
ree is not quite on the line at a prop- 
1 point of distance from the last 
ilaze, the mark is made on the near- 
est side of the trunk; if on the other 
land a tree happens to stand so that 
he line passes directly through It, 
wo blazes are made on opposite sides 
o as to point out the precise direc- 
ion which the line takes. At a cor- 
ner where two lines come together, 
either a "monument," as such an of- 
icial landmark is called, is erected, 
:n' a tree is blazed on all four sides— 
or sometimes three or four trees are 
scarred so as to indicate, as exactly 
as possible, the turning point around 
vhich they grow. -.- 
.,-. 


In making a blaze the hunter simply 


slices off a piece of the bark'and of 
he wood beneath it as he passes by; 
he surveyor, cuts into the blaze, first 
an arrow which -points the direction, 
ti which his line passes, then a pri- 
vate device which stands for his per- 
sonal signature. 
In many 'states- 


Maine, for example, in New England, 
and most of ths great, commonwealths 
of the west—where the townsnips are 
or the most part laid out with uniform 
regularity, with a stone 
post as a 


'monument" at every corner, the sur- 
veyor registers also the distance from 
one of these posts at every even mi|e 
—thereby establishing his line with 
absolute certainty at that point and 
giving a secondary basis for the writ- 
,en description of the boundary re- 
quired in title-deeds and abstracts. 


The permanency of the record which 


hese blazes thus carry is remarkable. 
The collection at the institute includes 
an even dozen sections which have at 
one time or another appeared as evi- 
dence In court, and are thus duly au- 
thenticated by legal decisions. 
When 


a tree has been blazed, as one may see 
from these specimens, the wood heals 
over In the course of time, but never 
so completely that the scar will not 
oe discernible to the 
experienced 


woodsman. 
The sap dries compara- 


tively quickly, of course, 
and 
year 


alter year layers of bark are put on 
'n the tree's growth, until, by oegrees, 
rhe bared wood is almost covered, but 
the edges of the cut will neVer join 
smoothly. 
At first, when new bark 


has partly hidden the blaze, there is 
an Indentation in tho trunk; 
later, 


additional outer layers seem to fill 
this up, but the 
thickened 
euges, 


which cannot themselves be welded 
by nature, turn the new growth out- 
wards, until it becomes an excrescence, 
which, taking on a fresh coat with the 
rest of the tree, remains always as a 
noticeable lump upon the smoother 
surface of the surrounding barn and 
as a permanent indication of the rec- 
ord contained therin. 


The blazing is, then an Ineffaceable 


record as long as the tree which bears 
it escapes the axe ot the lumberman. 
The surveyor's recorded figures may 
be in error, and his written descrip- 
tion may not coincide with the line 
he traced on the tree trunks with his 
hatchet, but the blazes are unchanging, 
and in a court ot law they are indis- 
putable evidence. 
They cannot be 


made to lie In any particular, indeed, 
for nature has arranged that they 
shall flx dates as accurately as they 
preserve inscriptions. Tho outer shell 
which has grown over the scar Is 
sawed away, and the rings ln the wood 
beneath the bark are counted. In'the 
northern states, where the difference 
in the seasons Is so sharp that a tree 
has never been known to take pn more 
than one layer In a single year, thet>e 
rings sef the date when the ucord 
was made with absolute exactness 
In most of the southern states, of 


the use of the ,Waze to diatinetii.t,' 
boundary lines la hot known, and J. 
as far north as Tennessee its eviflp,, 
is more or less doubtful; 
but wh 


it is remembered that up'till recent! 
the great forest domains of the north 
have been the ones chiefly develOBpH 
commercially the importance of a siir 
veyor's knowing how to use and idP11 
tify the blaze will be apparent. 


There are certain specimens amnn? 


those at the Institute of TechnoWv 
which show in. a surprising \vBy ,J, 
value of treo blazings as legal do™. 
ments. In one case the heart rif . 
blazed tree had rotted, the surveyor1! 
marks crumbling away with it. but a 
distinct impression of every Une "re 
rnained in reverse—marred only hv 
the nearly closed but never he'alinB 
original split—on the inner side of tho 
new growth which had formed whjij 
the tree was still healthy; and this 
impression was accepted by the court 
as conclusive evidence. 
In 
another 


specimen, no less than 47 fine, tell-tale 
rings, each standing for the passage 
ot a year of time, are easily counted by 
the unaided eye; 
though the reading 


ol' other blazes calls for the use of a 
microscope, so closely are tho rings 
drawn together. 


The collection, of this - remarkable 


evidence is not always an easy matter. 
The Maine woods, for example, are 
frequently surveyed in winter, when 
the snow drifts are four to six feet 
deep and the surveyors are obliged 
to travel on snowshoes. In summer, 
when the level of travel has again been 
lowered to the normal and the foliage 
obscures to some extent, the upper 
tree trunks, it is difficult to locate, 
from the ground, the outward indica- 
tions ot blazes, particularly If they ara 
of some age. 
Then, at whatever cost 


of time and trouble, the most expert 
woodsmen are employed to search for 
them, with the result that a consld- 
erable portion of the expense ot try. 
ing a "land case" is not infrequently 
charged up to finding and bringing to 
court these curious evidences of prop, 
erty which no cross-examination can 
confuse and no argument construe, BO 
long as they are honestly gathered ani 
fairly presented. . 


Sunday In ' Samoa. 


From 
the 
following paragraphs ofl 
Mrs. Strong's paper In the March Cen- 
tury, "In Samoa with Stevenson," It is 
evident that Sunday has not lost any of 
Its sanctity in that part of the Paulllc: 
Our week-days at Vai'ee were spent 
so gaily, one amusement following an- 
other so much as a matter of course, 
that we were hardly prepared for tho 
sudden stillness, the cessation of all 
labor, the almost holy calm, that ush- 
ered in the Sabbath. 
All the food for 
the day had been cooked on Saturday, 
and our own servant, preparing a cup 
of tea, was a consplcubus figure in the 
quiet morning, the smoke of his. fire 
betraying to the .whole village that the 
foreigners were breaking 
the 
Lord's 


day. 
Suddenly we heard the notes of 
the pate, a hollow log beaten upon by 
a stick, and from the various houses 
emerged the members of the congrega- 
tion, all in their Sunday best. 
The church faces the malac or green 


and is built of white coral, with square 
apertures cut out for doors and win- 
dows. It was still unfinished; the floor 
was of clean white sand, .with only a 
few pebbles laid. There are no pews 
in a Samoan church, the congregation 
being seated on the floor'. Every one 
fetches a mat to sit upon, the children 
carrying tiny ones the size of a pocket 
handkerchief. 
The parson, a young Samoan, in cler- 


ical attire of white kilt and starched 
white coat, preached long and earnestly. 
His theme was the need of a newSam- 
uel for Samoa. 
Among the congrega- 


tion the men looked slightly bored, the 
women occasionally turned 
about to 


glance at my mother and me; but the 
children sat straight-backed and prim, 
giving serious, whole-souled attention 
to their behavior. 
After church the young men and girls 


strolled over to the guest-house to fill 
in the afternoon with social small talk. 
The men made mild biblical jokes, while 
the girls joined in singing hymns. 
In

voices shown even lri their laguhter— 
for the Samoan must laugh or die-

The western members of 
congress 


who are striving earnestly 
to 
secure 


the passage of a proper bill providing 
for the reclamation of the arid lands of 
the west are receiving valuable assist- 
ance from many members of the gov- 
ernment. The recommendations of the 
president In his message to congress 
favoring the adoption of an Intelligent 
and practical plan of government aid, 
the reports of the secretaries of agri- 
culture and the Interior, urging 
the 


addptlon of Irrigation legislation and 
later the speech 
of Secretary 
Shaw 


along the same lines, have all tended 
to encourage and stimulate the friends 
of the west. The civil officers of the 
government have not been 
alone 
in 


their advocacy of this movement. One 
of the most persistent advocates of 
governmental aid to the west is General 
Nelson A. Miles, the head of the United 
States army. 
General Miles Is not a 
latter day convert to belief In Irriga- 
tion, but was one of the'earliest advo- 
cates of government aid to the west. 
His experience on the plains 
In the 


various Indian campaigns in which he 
served shortly after the close of the 
civil war gave him an insight into west- 
ern conditions, and needs such as few 
other public men possessed. 
General 


Miles campaigned, or was stationed, in 


, nearly every state and territory west 


of the Missouri river. He was familiar 
through actual observation of all parts 
of Wyoming, Montana, Idaho, 
Utah, 


Colorado, New Mexico and Arizona, 
having-In the Sioux and Apache cam- 
paigns, marched over most of this ter- 
ritory. .As early as 1S87, in an address 
delivered by him at Tucson, Arizona, 
his remarks would serve admirably as 
part of the report upon the bill now 
pending In congress.-' Speaking of the 
expenditures made by .the British gov- 
ernment In aid of Irrigation In India 
and Egypt, the general said: 
"Surely 


there can be no reason why the United 
States should be outdone in national en- 
terprise by any other country. 
While 


millions of dollars are appropriated for 
river and harbor Improvements, possi- 
bly, 
It would be well to devote 'some 


attention to the vast areas of the west, 
.portions of which, though comparative- 
ly, useless now, might be turned into 
busiest scenes of Industry. It certainly 
can not be expected that pioneers and 
settlers who tuke up larjd 
as home- 
steads, must, by private expenditure,' 
inaugurate a system of Internal 
Im- 


provements thatlwould benefit the pub- 
lic domain still'held by the 
govern- 


ment."

In a comprehensive article entitled. 


"Our/Unwatered Empire." published In 
the North American. Review of March, 
1890, General Miles said: "In :vlew of, 
the.-fact that there are vast areas of the 
pub1lql.db.rnaln. still, remaining unocuu- 
pled ^vhich'seem to require an jlntelll- 


. gent and judicious system of improve- 


ment by the government In order that 
the best-results may be obtained In their 
settlement, It would. be well for the 
government' to Inaugurate^some system 
by Sxlvifli, these lands may be utilized 
and colonized for the benefit of the 
'home builders who constitute our best 


population. * * * That good results 
CUM be produced by a scientific and ju- 
dicious control of the watercourses of 
the western country is a fact so well 
established that It docs not require ar- 
gument. We have-reached that period 
In which attention should be drawn to 
this Important subject; and it is ndt 
surprising that the question ot -water 
storage and Irrigating works 
in the 
arid resions of, our western country 
has been engrossing the attention .of 
the .people of the United States, espe- 
cially the citizens residing west of the 
100th meridian, more In the past few 
years than ever In-Core." 


In the article in question, General 


Miles makes recommendations and sug- 
gestions which arc very closely followed 
In the Hansbrough-Newlands bill, which' 
passed the sennto and is now before 
the house. The general says: 


"The government bus an Important 
mission to perform in the advancement 
of irrigation, and It is presumed that it 
will fulfill this mission and will con- 
tinue in the work until the whole irri- 
gation system will be under its control 
with simple laws governing It alike 
in all states and 
territories. 
As 
to 


whether the entire administration of 
water will be taken charge of by the . 
federal government remains to be seen. 
The enormous amount of money re- 
quired to place the desert land In a pro- 
ductive state would have 
to be fur- 


nished by the government as It would • 
be impossible for the states and terri- 
tories to comblete a comprehensive sys- 
tem; and the funds expended should, Iiy 
well matured plans, revert again to the 
treasury 
of the general 
government 


from the sale of lands thus Improved." 


General Miles also calls attention to 


a condition which should receive consid- 
eration at the pYescnt time. He says: 
"There are hundreds of square miles of 
our uubliu domain where it would be 
utter folly to spend more mignoy than 
the amount necessary to ascertain the 
fact of.their worthlessness. Dangers o£ 
this kind should be avoided, and the 
government should systematically Im- 
prove what properly it possi-t-ses worthy 
of such expenditure, and divide It up 
In such a manner that It can be culti- 
vated by an industrious, enterprising 
and intelligent people who will build 
for themselves homes that will adorn 
and beautify any slate 
or territory, 
thus encouraging and sustaining 
the 
true spirit and character of American 
citizens, and promoting the 
general 


welfare of our entire country." 


Since the earlier dales of his advo- 
cacy of national aid to the west, Gen- 
eral Miles has at all times urged thla 
idea. He has contributed muriy articles 
to the public press, and on many oc- 
casions has spoken In public in the in- 
terest of irrigation. 
He is extremely 


gratified at. the present time at the 
bright outlook for consummation of his 
Wishes in relation 
to this 
Important 
matter.

The growing Interest of Ihe United 
States in the trade of Asiatic Russia 
and the countries 
tributary 
thereto 


lends especial Interest to a statement 
Just received by the treasury bureau of 
statistics from a report of the Belgian 
commercial-agent at Vladlvostoek. re- 
cently published, in the Bulletin Com- 
mercial (Brussels). The statement Is 
especially important In view of the fact 
thai the commerce of Siberia has re- 
cently been brought under the general 
customs laws of Russia. The 
state- 


imenl £s summarized' by Ihe Brilish' 
Board of Trade Journal as follows: 


"The Vladivostock custom house, as 


is well known, commenced its functions 
on January 1, 1901. This measure has 
had a characteristic effect on the trade 
of the port, the Jmport duties affecting 
principally manufactured articles, and 
scarcely touching products of prime ne- 
cessity (except flour and rice) which 
are not produced In the country. 


"Tho following is a' list of articles that 
can be imported into-Vl'adivostock free 
ot' duty: Fruits, fresh and dried; pine- 
apple preserves, .fresh oranges, kidney 
beans, green -peas/ potatoes, fresh and 
preserved; 
rice, : -not • decorticated: 


bread, mushrooms, citron, salt, brick 
tea, chicory, beef-and mutton, 
steel,

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DISTRUSTING THE PEOPLE. 


I 


N THE speech by Senator Hoar the other day upon 


the proposed change in the method of electing United 
States senators, he gave as the nominal reason for 
his opposition that it would overthrow one of the 


fundamental provisions of the Constitution and would 
endanger the equality of the states. 


The probf-offered in connection with these assertions 


was. not sufficient to condemn the proposition for election 
,by direct vote. 
The "fundamental provisions" of the 


Constitution' were made subject to change by amendment 
with one exception, that no state should be deprived, of 
equal representation in the' senate. Every other pro- 
vision is a fair subject for argument, and if if can be 
shown to be capable of improvement, there is nothing in 
the Constitution; to prevent the change. It is not evident 
that a change in the method of selection endangers the 
equality of the states in the senate. Each state will 
have two-senators, -whether they are elected by popular 
vote or by the indirect method of legislative balloting, 
and the influence exerted by the senators is quite as likely 
to' be beneficial and' important under the new system as 
under the old. Further than that, the answer made by 
Senator Hoar does not touch in any way upon the main 
arguments made by the advocates of the change, argu- 
ments so strong and so well understood that they have re- 
ceived, the approval of the great majority 'of the people 
and of the legislatures of morfe than half the states: 


1 The real reason of the opposition to the direct choice 


, of sanators in many cases is a belief that the people 


are unable to Apanage their, own affairs and that some 
better way must be provided for them to do so. The 
United States of America was constituted as a democratic 
republic, but the old idea oE distrust of the common 
people was BO strong even then that various expedients 
werfe adopted to prevent the common people from having 
their" own way. 
Among other things the president was 


^to be chbsen by a representative body of men elected 
,'' for ,that particular purpose. The people were not sup 


> posed to/ »be sufficiently well informed in public affairs 
*' or intelligent enough to select the head of the nation, 


and BO the cumbersome machinery of the electoral col- 
'l^ge wai's 'Invented1. But the people in a few years in- 


jC vented another piece of political machinery even more 
^pmnberdome (the national political convention), which 


the electoral college merely an automaton to reg- 


Bister the popular will, and deprived it of any pretense 
f- jit a choice, but retained its power in emphasizing the 
^inaportance of the smaller states, so that the majority in 
/the electoral college might be "cast for a candidate who 


^had received a minority of the popular vote. 


Another evidence of the distrust of the people was 


shown by the provision requiring the appointment of 
judges, postmasters and other public officers, instead of 
their election. In certain cases there are evident good 


'' reasons why this custom should be continued, not from 


any inability'of the people to choose their own officers, 
but«because the people as a whole cannot sttfficiently 


' inform themselves as to the special merits of tie candi- 


dates, or because the officials should be removed from 
local prejudice and influence. 
If it .were fc-und, how- 


ever, that the, custom, of appointing fedCTal judges and 
. postmasters was not working well in, practice, there would 
undoubtedly be a change in thfe jnjtft-W."pur political 
system.

The election of United States senatbrs-'by the legisla- 


ture was due to, and the continuance of the custom is 
advocated because of a belief that the people are not so 
competent as are the members of the legislature to choose 
the senators. In the early days the senator was regarded 
as> sort of ambassador or representative of the state 
as'a state, and for that reason it was thought proper that 
he should be selected by the legislature. The people 
were not supposed, to be able- to choose, nor sufficiently 
well acquainted with their public men to select, the one 
who "should serve the state in this particular. Just as the 
electoral college "was supposed to get together, and with 
grave deliberation, free 
from personal and political 


' prejudice, select the one great American who should pre- 


side over the destiny of the republic, so the legislatures 
of the states, with wisdom, impartiality and carefulness 
were expected, to select tho men who should represent 
the state in the'senato. Anything farther from that ideal 
than the present senatorial contest it is difficult to 
imagine. In many states the election of the senator has 
been made1 the central object/of politics. The pouitiou 
has been-open, only to men of long purses s.ud 'elafcOw 
consciences. .Candidates for the state legislature, have 
been elected or defeated merely as they represfcnied a 


• vote for one or the other of contesting candidates for the 


United States senate, and totally irrespective of theiv 
'ability to make; laws and to manage-the affairs of the 
• state. "When the legislature has convened, all thought of 
; slate business ha.s been swept aside by the contending 


senatprial factions. 
Every kind of influence has been 


• brought to bear-upon the members to secure or to change 


their votes. In these contests the public business has 
been delayed for long periods, the taxpayers put to enor- 


• mous expense, needed legislation impeded or made im- 


possible, personal hatreds promoted, corruption greatly 
increased, and it has sometimes happened that the con- 
test -has been so fierce and prolonged that the legislature 
has finally adjourned without an election, and the state 
has'been deprived altogether of its proper representation 
in the senate. 
* 
• 


If it is more important, as clearly indicated by the 


Constitution, that a state should retain its equal repre 
seutation in the senate than that its senators should be 
'elected in any particular way, then the present system 
in its results is clearly, antagonistic to the spirit of the 
Constitution, oven though the method be explicitly ac- 
cording to the letter of that document. 


The opponents of the direct vote need to loam a 


greater respect for the people. Water cannot be made 
1}y Us own inherent power to rise higher than its own 
-level, no matter what ingenious pipes and valves are 
constructed.. .Nothing is gained in wisdom or political 
morality by delegating to representatives elected by the 
people, tasks that the people can do as well themselves. 
The specious fallacy that the people cannot be trusted to 
know and tp manage their own affairs has been the 
foundation upon which oppression and corruption have 


r hullded, lit was the favorite argument of monarchy and 
•aiistocracy; it Is the main reliance ot the ring and the 
boss of the present time.

The tirefeent system of electing United States senators 


has heeja thoroughly tried, and its faults have been com- 
pletely/demonstrated. 
The demand for a change has 


grown steadily and has at last reached a point where 
«iveBi the senate can no longer ignore it. Neither the 
reasoning of a Hoar nor the sarcasm of a Penrose will 
be sufficient'to stop a movement that is favored by the 
great body'of American citizens regardless of party or 
section and that has been Indorsed four times In succes- 
sion by the house of representatives. The only remaining 
question now is whether the senate will yield gracefully 
or whether it will be overruled in the method provided 
for that purpose by the Constitution. 


As has been well said, the senators who are opposing 


this reform are riding for an explosion.

Arensdale. the pretty suburb of Colorado 
Springs where the National Chairtauqua is to be located, 
has the advantage dver Boulder and Glen Park in this 
respect, and this forms one of the clearest titles to its 
success. 


The promoters and managers of the National Chautau- 


qua have displayed their ability to get the movement 
started in a way calculated to insure its permanence. 
There has been no undue haste, and in fact an entire sea- 
son has been allowed to pass by because those who are 
at the head of it wanted to begin right when they did 
begin. 
But now everything seems to be progressing 


nicely towards the inaugural session, and the announce- 
ments of lecturers and courses that are being made from 
day to day warrant the -belief that the first season of 
the new Chautauqua will go far towards-establishing its 
reputation and standing as one of the most important of 
its kind in the United States, and the equal if not the 
superior of any other in the west, no matter how long 
established.

CLASS MAKING AT COLORADO CITY. 


T 


HE BEST opportunity for local industry lies along 


the line for which local materials are readily ob- 
tainable. This is especialiy the case with glass- 
making at Colorado City. The lime and the sand 


are to be had in practically inexhaustible •quantity in 
tho immediate neighborhood, and there is also,available 
near St. Peter's Dome large amounts of cryolite and allied 
minerals that are of rare occurrence in the Unlted'States. 
When the old glass works were in operation tbese min- 
erals had to he hauled in a very roundabout way by 
wagons over rough mountain roads, but they.- are now 
easily accessible by way of the new Short Line railroad. 


Colorado City also has the advantage of a local market 


for the product, and should produce enough bottle and 
window glass to supply the entire local demand. 


In this connection it should be borne in mind that tlie 


closing of the glass,works at Colorado City was duo to 
tho destruction of the Works by flre and the hard ^times 
that prevented their rebuilding and not .at all to any 
inferiority of the product. At the present time there is an 
exceptional opportunity for the re-establishment of this 
industry, and capitalists or promoters familiar with this 
business .will learn of something greatly to.their advan- 
tage- by addressing the Colorado City chamber of com 


SENATOR PENROSE'S JOKE. 


S 


ENATOR PENROSE of Pennsylvania evidently 


thought it would be a most excellent J6ke. to bur- 
lesque the movement in favor of a direct popular 
senatorial election by introducing in'the senate 


an amendment providing for an increase of senatorial rep- 
resentation in proportion to population. 


There is a provision in the United States Constitution, 


of •which, the senator could not have been ignorant, that 
no state, without its consent, shall be deprived of Its equal 
.representation In the senate. This limitation is found Iri 
the paragraph'relating to amendments, and it,is the only 
exception placed upon the power to change.the.Consti- 
tution. The amendment is as clearly unconstitutional as 
the original amendment is in accord with the constitu- 
tional method and within the limits of congressional 
power. 
, 


• It will seem "to many Americans, .and we think to a 


majority of them, that an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion, clearly within tho authority of congress, passed by 
four successive1 houses of representatives and approved 
by the legislatures of nearly two-thirds of the states, is 
entitled to something more from the senate than ridicule, 
but that does not appear to be the opinion of Senator 
Penrose. 
It doubtless seems to him and some of his 


associates in the senate intensely funny that the people 
should attempt to do anything to raise the tone and char- 
acter of United States senators or to relieve themselves 
from the disorder and corruptions that senatorial contests 
have injected into the state legislatures. But it might be 
well for him and others of his mind tp remember that in 
this case the people have the last laugh, and that there 
is a way to secure the amendment -without the consent 
of the senate, which will surely be adopted'if the senate 
makes it necessary.

Mr. Thoftaa to go at will through the British military 
camps and lines. \No government in time of war would 
Issue such' a general pass for anyone not immediately 
connected with its military service, and especially not 
for a citizen of another nation. The United States would 
not do it at .the request of another nation, and would re- 
gard it as ah impertinence if such a request was made. 
Secretary Hay knew perfectly well that in making such 
a request he would be subjecting this government to a 
refusal, and. that it would be resented in Great Britain 
as an unusual and an unreasonable demand. 


Mr. Hay makes the further statement that he Is ready 


at any time to consult with a representative of the 
governor of.

This explanation should be sufficient for most fair- 


minded .people, but we shall probably continue tp hear 
of the unfairness and partiality of the American state 
department.

In the year last passed this association had uiitlor ita 


charge 632 gardens yielding a total product valued at 
530,000. 
' 


The chief facts connected with the review (,f the 


work for the five years are: its rapid and continuous 
growth; the decreased cost as a result of increased 
number of gardeners, improved methods of cultivation, 
and Increased knowledge on the part of the gardeners 
of the work to be done: the immensely greater benefits 
obtained by opening to the une\nployed opportunities of 
work, rather than by attempting to take care of them as 
mendicants. 
The contributions for five years have been 


less than $15,000, while the gardeners have received 
direct benefits amounting to nearly $85,000, and indirect 
benefits of immense value, such as improved health, de- 
creased drunkenness and crime, Increased comforts for 
wives and children and increased happiness for all. 


The gardens are located on vacant city lots, wl:ich 


are obtained from the owners of idle land, rent fre«, but 
usually with the 
• condition sf Immediate surrender oh 


demand. The land is used in sucb a way as to render it 
more valuable each ^year, and the asosciatlon is able to se- 
cure all the lots that it Is possible for it to cultivate. The 
plan as originally begun by the late Mayor Pingroc of 
Detroit was limited to the growing of potatoes, Imt the 
Philadelphia report shows how far it has exceeded this. 
The work of the association is directed along the lines 
most profitable to labor, and the crops raised, besides 
potatoes, include corn, beans, tomatoes, celery and other 
vegetables. 
In order to provide profitable employment 


in winter, and also to give necessary training to boys 
and others, a new feature has been added to the work. 
This is winter gardening, or the growing of vegetables 
under glass. 
It has been found that the work cf the 


association not only provides employment for many per- 
sons who are willing to work, but who are unable to 
find regular employment in" shops and factories because 
of age or physical disability, but it IE also being made 
a most valuable training school for the young, who are 
being taught the business of gardening and become 
seU'-suppdrtlng in that'line of work.

The results of last year's work are -summarlRod us 


follows: io8 acres, 632 gardens, 2,946 persons employed, 
530,000 ol'.product, total'cost $4,480.94... 


Evidently the plan proposed by Mayor Pingrec is 


proving a success, and tho work that 'is being done in 
Philadelphia is most encouraging to those wl?o beiieve 
that the best way to help the poor is to teat-h them'to 


vi cmselves.

That is to say, he put liis head down 


and charged blindly, without knowing what was 
in front of him, and was., naturally, repulsed with 


^ great slaughter. 
Of all the early blunders of 


the war, which induced the 
rash 
conclusion 


that the English 
were no longer 
formidable 


against white enemies, Magersfonteln was per- 
haps the stupidest of all, from the point o£ view 
of an "educated soldier. 
It was also the most 


characteristic of that type of British general 
whom Carlyle again described as a "courageous 
wooden' pole with a cocked hat on top." 


Lord Methuen was distinctly a "society gen- 


eral," such as, to the clanger and disgrace of the 
British army, occupy its high commands in time 
of peace, and,even in time of war until their In- 
competency-,Is established at great expense. Then 
the real soldiers who are not elegant trlflers with 
the profession of arms, and who have worked 
their way up by merit and not by favor, come to 
the front or are forced to the front by popular 
clamor agajjist the methods and traditions of the 
war offlce.>2 The Robertses and Kitcheners are 
never the favorites of the department. 
In tlie 


course pf this war the British have learned by 
experience that it is not safe to Intrust the de- 
fense of the country to gentlemen who merely 
have a good position in spciety and are of "coun- 
ty families." 
Most- of the conspicuous Incom- 


petents of the early days of this war have now 
been weeded out. 
But enough of them.are left 


in high'-places to indicate that Mr. Brodrlck'g 
"reforms" .are',by 90 means so thorough as they 
should , be'^'and; to disgust and dishearten Brit-

It I p U i i h S t U o . attack the huge intienched' 


session of the organization of. the British army 
is a tremendous task, in which it is no wonder 
tBat far. Brodrick has had only partial success. 
The latest reports frdffl Lord Kitchener do ndt .war- 


rant auch a severe criticism of the British general, al- 
though . they indicate clearly that a mistake was made 
in. leaving too large a gap between the front and rear 
of the column. 
But the chief difficulty appears to have 


been a lack,of morale among the troops. 
The British 


were stampeded in a night attack. 
The scouts wefe 


first rushed, then tho mounted troops and finally the in- 
fantry. 
The defeat was complete. 
The Boors cap- 


tured everything there was to be captured and held 
everything worth holding from their standpoint. 
It 


is useless under these circumstances to attempt to les- 
sen the disaster by throwing the blame entirely upon 
the general in command. 
It is very doubtful if any 


British general would have done any better. 
The official 


statement from Lord Kitchener shows that he fought 
bravely and did everything that a brave and gallant of- 
ficer could do to stay the course of defeat. 


The real cause of the defeat may bo suggested by 


the recent dispatch from England saying that the re- 
cruiting system was to be reorganized upon American 
lines, and that the pay of volunteers was to be increased 
with the purpose oC securing a better class of soldiers 
than those that had recently been sent to the front. The 
British nation has been warned often enough that it 
could not depend upon soldiers recruited from the Jowest 
classes of tho population and deficient in moral charac- 
ter s,nd physical stamina. 
It has been predicted often 


enough that there would happen exactly what did happen 
on March 7, that British forces would be routed by an 
attacking enemy of equal or even inferior strength. 


Tbese things do not constitute any aspersion upon 


the character or courage of the British people. 
They 


do not deny the military efficiency of a large part of the 
British army or the ability of the nation to-raise and 
maintain an army that could meet other great military 
powers on equal terms. 
They do state defects that are 


known to exist in the recruiting system and that have 
already attracted so much attention that a comprehen- 
sive plan of reform is now under consideration with 
every prospect that it will be adopted. 


The weakness of the British line, rather than the 


fault of the British general seems the main reason for 
the recent defeat.

LORD WOLSELEY'S MISSION. 


F 


OLLOWING upon the defeat of General Methuen 


comes the announcement that Lord Wolseley is 
going on a trip tp Sputh Africa. Naturally thla 
statement1 has attracted a gppd deal of attention, 


and a great many guesses have been made as to the object 
of the trip. It is not to be supposed that the distinguished 
British commander is going to South Africa for a pleas- 
ure trip, and the most natural supposition was that he 
had been sent to look over the general situation, and 
to take such steps as he might judge to he necessary to 
bring the war to a close. 


A later report suggests that possibly he may be sent 


as an extraprdinary envoy for the purpose of arranging 
terms of settlement with the Boors. 
According to this 


report, the generosity of General Delavey in releasing 
Lord Methuen has created a profound impression in Eng- 
land, and the British authorities are now said to be ready 
to grant more favorable terms to the Boers than they 
were previously willing to give. 


Whatever may be the real object of Lord Wolseley's 


mission, it is evidently something of more than usual 
importance, and the developments "will be awaited with 
interest. 


The agitatipn in favpr P£ the clecticn of United States 


senators by direct vote of the people has at least accom- 
plished one' thing. The senate has at last waked up to 
the fact that the subject Is being discussed, and the chair- 
man of the senate committee on privileges and elections 
has promised that the resolution adopted by the house 
will bo reported back to the senate In time to permit dls- 
cussidn of it at the present sesslpn. Senator Hoar, who 
is a member of that committee and a strong opponent ot 
the proposed change, has led oft in the discussion and has 
made a gppd speech against the resolution. All of which 
gpes tp shpw that the senate is beginning to realize that 
the mpvement has reached a strength that can no longer 
be ignored, and that if it does not wish to have a consti- 
tutional convention called over its head by the legislatures 
of the states, it must be doing something in the matter, 
if the resolution is reported from tho committee in a 
reasonable time and a fair opportunity given for debate, 
this will be moat interesting, whatever conclusion may be 
reached by the senate. As for tho people generally, they 
have become thoroughly disgusted with the evils of the 
present system and arc anxious for a changer 


The proposition to give to Utah a part of Arizona 


territory is a proper subject for consideration at the 
present time, if it Is advisable to make any change in 
the present boundary it must be done before Arizona ia 
admitted as a state. Tho part which It is proposed to 
add to Utah is north of the Colorado river, and is sep- 
arated from the rest of Arizona, not only'by that stream, 
but also by the great canon which for the greater part 
of ita course Is wholly impassable. 
In many cases it 


has been found bettor to make state boundaries along 
rivers or mountain ranges rather than on arbitrary lines 
of latitude or kmgitude. Possibly It is better to do so in 
this case, though the general pplnlon will be that the land 
in question ia SP utterly barren and uninhabitable that it 
will make no particular difference to what civil division 
It belongs. 


The decision of the United States supreme court declar- 


ing the Illinois anti-trust law unconstitutional is of far- 
reaching importance. 
Several other states have anti- 


trust laws with the'same defect. The objection is that 
the Illinois statute exempts farmers and labor unlpns from 
the prohibition against combination, and this, the supremo 
court holds, makes the law class legislation, since it grants 
excep'tlpnal privileges and imppses oxccptlpnal restric- 
tions. There is probably no legislature that would forbid 
farmers entering a combination to maintain'the; price 
of thoir products, and it is'even less likely that any qne 
would forbid the organization of laboring men to maintain 
or to advance wages, so that it appears that the piospecta 
for effective anti-trust legislation arc oven more doubtful 
than they used to be. 


A recent report from Tellurido states that the recent 


destructive snowslldo at tho Liberty Bell mine was due 
to the cutting away of timber on the mountain side above 
the mine buildings. In previous years the glowing tim- 
ber nad held the snow in place on the mountain side, and 
had prevented the formation of a slide directed towaids 
the buildings.

children, unfortunately, cannot 


bu studied Jn the abstract; they are. de- 
cidedly concrete, 
one must

touch" with them in the cpncrete way 
In order to handle them and understand 
them. 
Besides, the theories of tljose 
who study them at a Safe distance are 
conflicting. pn« authority gays they 
may be spanked until they reach the 
age of 32; another 
declares

At last the situation Is cleared by a 


judicial ruling on spahklnp. Judge Tut- 
hlll, who presides over tl?e Juvenile 
Court, places the spanking age at ten 
years.

The entire expenses for. the year ISIOl 


were $238,373.81, an Increase of $35,669,79 
pvcr 1900.

1900 werer $78,547:68, and for the last

of the ne% court house was $88,480.04. It 
ivas this amount that swelled the total 
expenses fbr.-the year. It Is said that 
the new structure will cost fully $300,- 
ono before It 'is completed.

THE STAB ALGOL.

(Second Article.) 


Unfortunately for observations of Al- 


SOl at this station, the sky was cloudy 
on both the recent evenings, Thursday 
and Sunday, on which the time of pre- 
dicted darkening promised to be espe- 
cially favorable. It will not be long, 
however, before another pair of equally 
ivcll-tlmed minlna can be predicted. 
Meantime, it may not be amiss to re- 
hearse something of the history of this 
object. This will disclose the reasons 
which have drawn special attention to 
this star, and the methods of research 
yvhleh have" led to a. relatively full 
knowledge of it. 
The fact that Algol is not always of 
.he same brilliancy, was noticed as early 
AS 1669 by Montanari. More than a 
-entury later, in 1783, Goodrlcke dtscov- 
•rcd that the changes were periodic, and 
•.living once suspected that fact, he had 
.Ittle difficulty in ascertaining that the 
periodicity was not only actual, but 
.istonlshlngly regular. From his time 
;he beginning pf scientific Investigation 
if this star may be considered to date. 
The preceding epoch of unsystematic 


or haphazard observation, of the fact of 
variability Is Indeed believed bs some 
to begin much earlier than the time of 
Montanari. A claim Is put forward in 
behalf of the Arabs, and If it Is allowed, 
lets back the time of the discovery to 
the tenth century or thereabout. This 
-.laim, so far as I have been able to 
ascertain, rests entirely on the etymol- 
ogy of the natrie Algol, which was cer- 
tainly given by the Arabs, arid means 
"the demon." The first syllable, AI, 
'.s the Arabic article, "the," while the 
second syllable is the word which has 
been transferred to our language in- the 
form "ghoul." That the Arabs should 
have named a star "the demon" cer- 
tainly seems at first sight a clear in- 
dication that they detected something 
very peculiar In Its behavior, ffliss A. 
M. Clerke, a most Judicious and carefu 
writer. In her work on the history of 
istronomy, says: "The derivation of the 
name Algol, or El-Ghoul, leaves little 
3oubt that the'Arab astronomers were 
acquainted with this star's variability.' 
Other authors may be quoted In the 


•=ame sense, and some modern writers

-For 
Algol Is ,the only bright star In that 
iart of the figure which represents- the 
lead of- the Gorgon, Medusa, carried in 
'erseus' hand. Medusa, as she was i-ci<- 
esented by the Greeks, is ^certainly 
ghoulish enough to justify the name'KI- 
Ihoul for her chief star., If, then, the 
ame has any cohnectlon-wlth variabll- 
ty of light, the discoverers of. the lat- 
er were Greeks, not Arabs, and. the 
Iscovery was earlier by:centurlei than 
he epoch of Arab astroftpmy. But, in 
his form, the theory: is too improbable 
o require refutation. No Greek.wrlteY 
appears to have a suspicion of varlabll- 
ty, and the head of Medusa, appears in 
he constellation, not for any astrono-s 
mlcal reason,,but to carry out the iriyths 
of Perseus. 


Since I have taken so much space for 
;hls question of.na'ming, it may be as 
well, postponing for the present the his- 
ory of modern Investigation, to dexote 
Lhe remainder of the half column al- ' 
otted me In this issue, to telling once 
more the old Greek story. On this, I am 
confident, the name of Algol Is based, 
ivhile the tale certainly has an Interest 
of its own, having determined" the 
names and traditional representatives 
of at least four constellations.

Andromeda, daughter of King Cepheus 
and Queen Cassiopeia, who reigned over 
the Ethiopians.

But before this voracious beast 
reached its Intended prey, the herb-Per- 
seus arrived on the scene. He.had been 
on a venturesome expedition, to slay 
the Gorgon, Medusa, who. had '• live 
snakes in place of hair, and whose sim- 
ple look had the power to freeze the 
beholder'Into: stone. By contriving to 
strike withbut looking—Perpeus- availed 
himself for this purpose of-the mirror 
formed by his burnished shield—the 
hero had lopped off at a blow the ter- 
rible head, and he now carried it'in his 
wallet. As the sea monster advanced; 
he held forth, the object of horror.. The 
monster was.petrified, the majden was 
rescued.
